. This decision’ came, following 
the introductioi~ of a C.GF. 
motion in the legislature dealing 
with the question. 


Moved by C.C.F. members 
Roper and Liesemer, ‘the original 
resolution calléd’ ‘for’the ‘federal 
government to maintain rent con- 
trols, failing which the provincial 
government should assume respop- 
sibility fur control of rents. 


The House accepted a “Liberal 
amendment striking ,out thé re- 


C.C.F. members of the Al-

members, resolved only to make 
the People’s Weekly serve in the 
most effective manner the great 
cause to which we are all com- 
‘mitted.
